' iciftti thou, I had a'nattiritl prfdo in rny 
diaguosi.H, whicli did not agree with 
that of the other sturgeons. iSo 1 de- 
termined that \v\uin tho patient died, 
a.s h(i wassiiro to do, I would hoUl an 
autojwy myself. AVell, thu poor follow 
sucuuuibed at last aud, as 1 had bcou 
busy all day. I oould not get back to 
the hospital until 11 o'clock on tho 
night of June 30. 1 romomber tho date 
well. Ilhiniiiialing t)io iuaido room of 
tho dead-house, there was but n single 
<riin bui iier.alight lligid on one of tho 
2i.s3t;etiug tables was my subject, await- 
ing UlL^ 

"l iiL'(!(lii't toll you that, after all of 
my studeul, life at the hospital, going 
out there ulouo at ^hat time of ui^hl 
produced not tho slightest impression 
upon me. Wo were too used to such 
things to notice them. In fact, so 
great was my desire to prove niy lUag- 
nosis correct as iigaiusi ihat of utlior 
physicians, 1 thought only of Ihe case, 
and nothing else. 

"It was anything but a pleasant 
night I may say that 1 cannot re- 
member a more tlisagroenblo one.

Those who imtti^iiic t|iat tho popularity 
of the British throiio is waiiint; inuat have 
been forcibly uiulecoived by tho spoii- 
taneous' ' datnoiistratioj) , of loyalty with 
Vfhich Uis Royal Highness mid his fair 
Princess wore received by tho people who 
took part in the repent great reform pro- 
cession iA'' Lotfdorf.' 'The Times report 
says: — ''A' ifttle before three o'clock tho 
Priiiouaa of Wales had been observed in a 
window (in Whitohall) by auniu nf tlio 
spectators dh tho upposito aide of tiie 
Btwetf^ - The royal party wa:i probably un- 
observed by the rushing mob which pre- 
ceded tli|o processionista, but by the time 
the' Graf bantf was opposite the house the 
presetice'cf the inyal party had attracted 
attention. Tht* t)and changed its tune 
and stopped to play 'Gcid Save the Queen,' 
and from that time almost every succeed- 
ing section of the procession was brought 
to a longer or shorter halt at this particu- 
h»r spot, and every succeeding band oanie 
nlons Wliitehall playing 'God Bless the 
Prince of Wales.' A groat crowd ro- 
luainud opposite to the huuao durini; the 
■whulu time tlio procession wMs passing. 
Tho scene was one of almost continuous 
cheering. It tho Prince of Wales was not 
to bo seen for a moment the processionists 
stopped and cheered until he showed him- 
self. Uis iicknowledgments of these ac- 
clamations were tho signals for renewed 
cheering. His Royal Highness took the 
greatest interest in the whole procossion, 
was much pleased with what he saw, and 
expressed his great gratification with tlie 
hearty spontaneity of the reception ho had 
received. To some extent these loyal de- 
monstrations interfered with the continu- 
ity of the proceaaion, because a stoppage 
Bometiniea caused a gap, and then the 
processionists ran to make itup. " Tho 
Prince of Wales, personally, is the most 
pdpulat ^member of the Royal Family. He 
has nover mixed in political intrigue. He 
has stood aloof from tiie discussion of mat- 
tors calculated to irritate either of tlio 
great English political parties, lie has 
an exceedingly amiable disposition; his 
private charity is unbounded and has been 
dispensed without ostentation. His 
moral conduct— for a groat prince who is 
run after by every one and tempted on all 
sides — ia very exemplary. Above all, he 
lias been a good and dutiful son and loving 
husband. The prince haa been "talked 
about." But who has noti has been 

abused and ridiculed. Hut so have his 
inferioraby birth and intellectual capacity. 
Taken all in all, Albert Edward as a 
prince has been a success. There is no 
reason to fear that, should he succeed his 
august mother, he will make a less suc- 
cessful monarch. The London demon- 
atration of loyalty would aeem to indicate 
that the hostility which the lords have 
aroused is not shared by tho Royal 
Family who are apparently as popular as 
ever. _ 

THE POSITION IN EUROPE. 

Tliinga are in a very unaoilhnl condition 
in Europe since tho failure of tlu! confer 
eiice of the powers. When the conference 
met Mr. Gladstone insialed that all i)o- 
litical debate should be avoided and only 
the financial sides of the (pu'stion diseiis- 
aed. As oidy a few of (be Oiitiona liad an 
interest in the linancial arrangement thia 
Stripped the Egyptian question of its 
European character. The French object- 
ed to the extension of tho land tax to 
European proprietors, instead of allowing 
the whole weight to fall on the wretched 
tillers of the soil, ami on this and oilier 
points they disagreed, (ihidstone now 
reserves his announcement of the course 
he intends to pursue until Lord North 
brook returns and reports the result of liis 
B|)eciul mission to Egypt. In tlie niean- 
tiine England ia being crilieiseil on all 
sides; with France tlicre siciiis to bo a se- 
rious rupture which (iermany does every- 
thing to augment, and (iermaiiy itself does 
not hesitate to say jiretty hard things of 
Giroat Britain . The ( lerman papers open- 
ly upbraid England for trying to stir up 
strife between France and (iermany. 
Though there may be nofoundation for the 
atatement it nevertheliias shows tho feel- 
ing that exi.sts against England, (iermany 
evidently wants to assert her position as 
the ruling power of Europe. She watches 
complacently while France wastes her 
substance in planting colonies in Tunis, 
Madagascar and other foreign places, 
knowing that all this renders her less able 
to cope with the compact and well diacip- 
Uaed German nation should their conflict 
ever bo renewed. It is also the policy of 
the German chancellor to encourage enmi- 
ty between France and England so that in 
event of war France might not look for 
help to her .Vnglo-Saxon neighbers. (ler- 
lh«ny strong in lier alliance with AiiHtri.i 
and Italy sways an iron sceptre over 
Europe. England does not care to med- 
dle in these continental aO'airs, but haa 
shown by her independentaction in regard 
to Egyptian affairs that she will not brook 
iiu.erterence where her interests are at 
stake. _ _ 

'fllE "ILLEGAL" A^U'ECT. 

We often have to deal with ono of our 
evoning contemporaries tutori,illy;but aa he 
lives and learns we may be saved some of 
this trouble. Tiio latest discovery of the 
Times is that tho Chinese comiiii.sHion ia 
an "illegal" body. We need not repeat 
our well known views respecting the com- 
miasion; but to call ifillogal" is very jioor 
nonsense or a disingenuous allegation, 
probably the former. It is within the 
right of tho Uominit)n government to in- 
quire by a comniissi(jn into any public 
iliatte;r that concerns it,sucli as immigra- 
tion;'' The commission is constituted in 
tho usual"and only legal manner, by an 
order of tho privy council on a report of 
a responsible miniatcr. Tho Times writes 
witli equal looseness or disingenuousness 
in parading the comini.-,sion as a job to re- 
munerate political friends. iMr. Ohap- 
leau, as a cabinet minister, receiving a 
salary fixed by statute, cannot receive any 
remuneration for his sorvicoa on the com- 
niission. Tho judge of a provincial su 
pronie court is in an indeiunideiit 
position whetlua' he is a suitabli! 
commissioner personally or not and 
hia small emolument cannot bo of 
much importance to him. It may he arguetl 
that thia appointment of the commission 
is impolitic, or oven from one point of view 
possibly unconstitutional, if tho inquiry is 
to alTect the past action of our legislature; 
or objection may 1)0 taken to the imMubera 
of tho commission; but the ailly writing 
of the Times kind can do no good. Lot 
UB have sound judgment and common 
aenae, not blatant rhetoric based on non- 



SHALL FOOLS BE KILLED? 

At a recent meeting of the State Jtedi- 
cal Society in New York a peculiar ques- 
tion of some interest was diacusacd. Thia 
was the propriety of killing oil idiots and 
monatJsoBities. ■ Thelearned Dr. Lell'mau 
handled the sutject without gloves. Ho 
said tliat, like quarantine, disinfection and 
cremation, this subject should be treated 
regardless of individual opinion or preju- 
dice, and in the interest of tho race in 
general. He said that the (pieation "la 
life worth living I" can surely be easily 
answered ia regard to these poor crea- 
tures. For them certainly there ia no 
reason to suppose that life is worth liv- 
ing. In tho care of imbeciles and idiots, 
he said, they scarcely know that they are 
living and how could they miss what they 
do not know they possess! Dr. Lell'mau 
suggested the propriety of putting those 
unhappy creatures out of their misery by 
killing them. "Within reasonable bounds 
it would be wise and justifiable to reuiovo 
from life tho classes of persons mention- 
ed." Though in aoinu cases it does seem 
as if it would be better to put the unfor- 
tunates out of their misery, it would nev- 
er do to withdraw the restraint that keeps 
one man from taking the lifefof another, 
for it would be hard to tell where it would 
end.

It is a country churchyard 
roiilaining not more than a dozen graves. 
The body w:is cvhuined and taken under 
the sliade nf a trn". .-\boiit toil minutes 
were reipiired to loosen the bidte of the 
casket. Inside was a (piaiifity -of cotton 
waste which, with the corpse, filled the 
colHn. Whistler's remains were wrapped 
in muslin, and holding this in place was a 
hemp cord. A heavy blanket was next 
the budy. There was no further clothing. 
Thu head was covered with a cloth skull 
cap, with seal .skm on the outsidi? and 
remnants of mittens were ou hia hands. 
The face and trunk were in good preser- 
vation. His red hair and beard easily 
identified him to his friends. .All the llosli 
had been cut from Whistler's arms and 
legs. The limlis were peift^clly hare of 
muscle. The right fool , which wasfrozoii, 
was not touched by a knife, and the loft 
hand was cut only to tho wrist. Tho 
breast was not touched, but every particle 
of flesh was stripped from the back. The 
physicians found nothing in the stomach.

A NOVEL BOAT. 



Made to Itiin Under AVator Guided 
by Fins and Driven by Ellectriclty. 



In tlio boilur room of tho Dclcniator 
iron-works, at the foul of West 
Thirteeth street, a du/en men are build- 
ing an iron steamboat of poouliar do- 
sitjn, and have about all tho plates 
riveted in pUico. It is thirty foot lou<^ 
by seven and a half broad and six deep. 
The model is very shariiwheru the wa- 
ter is divided, whilo the rnu aft will 
give solid -wnler lo the wheel. Jt looks 
niiieh liko a .suhsttinlial steam launch, 
e.NcepL the side frames are carried up 
and arched over llio top to form tho 
rounded deck, which wholly covers the 
hold except at a round hatch in the 
center. Al"this hatch a well is to be 
constructed, with si door on one sido 
loiuliiig into the hold. On e:toli side of 
the kMol eiioiiob load will be pliicod to 
load ibo vcs.sid to the water's edge, 
lifter all the machinery, stores, etc.. 
niu on board. 'I'lierc are a number of 
siball compartments which can bo tilled 
with water and emptied at the pleaauro 
of tho crew, and by this moans tho 
vessel can bo sunk to any depth below 
the surJace. Ovor tho water-ballnst 
comyartmi'Uts, on oauti side aud bo- 
noatu the lloor, are a number of six- 
inch iron tubes whicjh will bo tillod 
with compressed air, to bo liberated as 
the air prows foul within tho bout. 

The motive power is electricity, 
furnished by alorago batteries which 
will turn tho jiropellcr by a common 
dynamo. Incandescent electric lamps 
will furnish li<!^lit. Tho boat is stourod 
to port or starbord by a coiiinion rud- 
der, whilo tho horizonltil rudder or tin 
on each .side of the aturn post will ele- 
vate or depress tho stora, aud thus 
shove the vossol further from or nearer 
to the surface, independent of the 
action of tho walor-ballasl pump. Tho 
inventor, Mr. J. H. L. Tuck, says that 
aho will attain a speed of oig-ht knots 
an hour, and can travel 100 miJos with 
her ordinary stora<;o battorios. A hand 
orank is also fitted for turning the pro- 
peller shaft by which a slow speed 
could ho obtained. 

Tho well hole in the cantor of tho 
boat is tilled with an air-tight latch, 
which can bo removod from within. 
Any ono of tho crow wishinjr to go on 
dock when tho boat is below tho sur- 
face, has only to dross in an ordinary 
diver's suit, with air tubes eonnocting 
with tho interior of the boat, enter tho 
well, close tho door, gradually fill tho 
well with water, aud then remove tho 
hatch. Iu the well arc suitable devices 
for directing the man at tho wheel as 
well as those in cliargo of the ajiparat- 
us for elevating, lowering and propell- 
ing tho boat. When leaving the well 
tho hatch is closed, the water runs into 
tho water ballast compartments, and 
then tho man opens tlio door and re- 
moves his armor. 

In warfare a largo torpedo can be 
attached to each nud of tho boat, with 
a strong insulated wire connecting tho 
two lo^olher, and with an electric 
battery in the boat. To apply the tor- 
pedoes to ibo bottom of a ship the 
boat has only lorun beneath it. VVhon 
directly nthwain-sliips, under her keel, 
the pilot in liio well-hole cau loosen tho 
torpedoes aud allow llioin to rise under 
tho bilges of the ship. Then ho can 
pun hia boat ahead a safe distance and 
explode tho torpedoes. If desirable a 
sauill cuijola, with glass windows and 
an electric hinip, can replace the well, 
and the boat cau bo operated from 
within. 

Tlie bout is designed to remain under 
water without inconveuicnco to tho 
crow for forty-eight hours, but a rub- 
ber tube device will bo attached by 

means of which air cau he drawn from 
the surface-of thu water under ordinary' 
circunistances. A .fUKill mercury indi- 
cator will show till! boat's (Ji.siaiice be- 
low tho surface. — .V. y. Sii/i. 



How to Air Apiirt nicnt.s. 

It is the general practice to open on- 
ly the lower oarl of the window of a 
room in veatllatixig it, whereas if tho 
upper parts wore also opened, tho ob- 
ject would be more speedily Qffccted. 
Tho air in an apartment Is usually 
heated to n higher lenijicraturc than 
the outer air, tiiid it is thus rundored 
lighter, and as thu outor air rushes in, 
tho warmer and lighter air is forced 
upward, and, iiudiug uo outlet, re- 
lualns in tho room. If a caudlo bo 
held in a doorway near the bottom of 
tho door. It will ho found that tho 
llamo will be blown inward, but, if it 
bo raised nearly lo tho top of thu door- 
way, it will go outward; the warm air 
Hows out at the top, while tho cold air 
Hows in at the bottoiu. A curroni of 
warm air from the room is generally 
ensiling up tho fluo of achimnoy, if tho 
tlue be open, oven if thero should bo 
no fire in the stove; ihoroforo open lire- 
places are the best ventilators we can 
have for a chiiinbor, with an opening 
arrangemeuL in the cliimney near tho 
coiling.

The prices 
aro low; but the buyer, at any rate, 
would get tlio worst of the bargain, 
since tho laslo of the thish of tho most 
eatable animal would bo spoiled by this 
kind of treatment. Nevertheless those 
junglors loarn nothing, but persist, ac- 
cording to thoir ancient notions, in 
keeping alive as long as possible, any 
wounded or' snared animals that may 
come into their possession.

A heavy dray drawn by four liorses wore 
procured and four stalwart laborers 
with bare arms were placed upon it to 
bold the_spqpl.-^ When tho team drove 
up to her door^ everybody stared, aftor 
a . deal of whip-cracking and other im- 
p'rossivc coronionies, the car was back- 
ed against tho (!urb. There, reposing 
calnily, cud u[),"in tlio eentor of tho 
cart, was tho spuoi. With the aid of a 
plank it was rolled, barrel fashion, 
safely to . the sidewalk, and after a 
strnggloit vi&s "up-pndod" on tho 
purcuaser''8 doorstop. 

It Is told of Dr. MeC'(jsh, of Prince- 
ton, that ouce, lecturing before tlio 
senior class on Liobnitz's tlioory of 
thojrOnson of evil, he Was interrupted 
with' tho question: "Well, doctor, why 
was evil over introduced into tho world, 
anyway?" "Ali," ho replied, "you 
have asked tlie hardest <iuestion in all 
philosoi)liy. Socrates trieil to answer 
it, and failed; Plato trieil it, and ho 
lailtids Kant attempted it. and mado 
bed work of it; Leibnitz tried it, a.s I 
have boon tolling you, aud ho begged 
tho wliolo question; and 1 coufuas I 
don't know what to make of it my- 



The little port of I'uxpan and Its en- 
virons, which are just now being 
brought into prorainenco by the pro- 
jected English railroad, aro well worth 
a visit — but comparatively few of tho 
multitude of tourists in Mexico over 
got there. It lies on the coast of 'Vera 
Cruz, about ten miles above tho G-ulf 
of Mexico, on tho Tuxpan rivor. Being 
in tho very heart of tho dangerous 
tiesra callente, with a lonp stretch of 
desert wastes and robber-infuctod 
roads between, about tho only way to 
roach it in safety is to proceed by 
steamer northward from tho port of 
■Vera Cruz or southward from Tampico. 
At tho mouth of tho Tuxpan river pas- 
sengers, freight, and mails aro trans- 
forrod to a small sailing vessel for the 
remainder of tho journey. But ono can 
disembark only iu good weather. It 
frequently happens that when "uorth- 
ors' preclude tho possibility of land- 
ing, passengers are carried by, though 
sorely against their will, and put 
ashore at Tampioo, Matamoras, or 
Vera Cruz. 

Tho Tuxpan rivor Is a noble body of 
water, navigable for about thirty miles, 
but oven at high tide, thoro is scarcely 
sii foot of water on tho bar. Tho 
stumbling-block of naburo is as groat a 
hindrance to tho coniinorcial dovolop- 
meut of that portion of Mexico as tho 
"bar" of a country tavern is to tho 
prosperity of its jiatrons. None but tlie 
very lightest draft vessels can find en- 
trance to the rivor, but when once 
across the sand banks tho safest an- 
chorago is aflbrdod. and such is the 
depth of the river that the largest 
steamers could sail up to tho Tiixpaa 
dock and several miles boyond. The 
time may come when some Moxloan 
Eads will arise to tho destruction of 
this bar, but these oase-Iovin^ people 
are not given to groat eatorpnsos, and 
doubtless it will bo so far in tho sweet 
by aud by that none of tho jtresent goa- 
oratiou cau profit by it. 

Tho city of Tuxpan has about 7,600 
inhabitants — a custom-house, muni- 
cipal hall, cathedral, prison, hospital, 
aud tramway service, but no hotel or 
other public house for the accommoda- 
tion of travelers. Evidently tourists 
aro not oxpectod in tho port little town 
but when thoy do venture there tho 
proverbial hospitality of tho ])e<y)lo 
generously provides for theui. — Cur. 
Clevdarul Herald. 

The Colonel's Milk mid Water Slory. 

"Did it over strike you how some 
plants rosemblod animals in tboif pro- 
uUCtioii?"ii.ikud tlioColuuul. "In Soutii 
America there is found a trco called 
tho Palo de vaca, or cow tree, that has 
a sap so exactly like mifk tliat fow can 
toll it from tho laetonl Uuid. Not only 
is it like milk in taste but in appuarance, 
being of a rich, creamy hue. Tho na- 
tives use it as we do milk, and consider 
it a great delicacy. They take it from 
tho tree very much as wo do maplo — 
by cutting tho bark and holding a dish 
under it, tho milk flowing in a quick 
stream. 

"You may bo sure such a troo ia a 
blessing, and what is known as tho 
traveler's troo of Madagascar is equally 
so. It gives, not milk, but a stream of 
pure, cold water, when all tho streams 
and ponds are dried up. No, the water 
is not the sap, as it is obtained from 
tho base of tlio groat loaves. If you 
ever go to Pliiladelphia you cau see 
thoro three or four of tho trees in tho 
Horticultural Hall. So much water do 
these leaves contain that thoy have 
been used as tire engiues, tho natives 
each taking a leaf, which is ton or 
twelve foot long, and boating tho fire 
with it, thus breaking the base and 
scattering tho water far and wide." — 
Cincinnati Hun. 

How the Kisse.s Dwindled Down. 

A recently deceased Frenchman kept 
a novel record. Twenty years ago ho 
married, and on his wedding day took 
the original resolution to keep a yearly 
account of tho number of kisses ex- 
changed with his wife until their union 
became severed by the death of one or 
the other. Just before he died ho con- 
fided Ills account to a friend for publi- 
cation. During tho first year of wedded 
life tho kisses exchanged reached to 
colossal figures, 36,500, or a hundred a 
day on an average; but in tho follow- 
ing twelve months thoro was a notable 
decrease, not more than 16,000 being 
inscribed on his register, while tho 
third year shows a still greater falling 
ofT, average number of kisses being but 
ten a day. And after a lapse of live 
years a further reduction is recorded,

Romeo A. Siugur, a U'giiiui ato grand- 
son of tho late Isaac M. Siiigor, tho 
millionaire inventor of the Singer se^w- 
ino; machine, is a charity lunaUc in the 
Ward B Island Insane asylum. Ho is a 
boy of 18. He walks up and down tlio 
halls moody and sullen, constantly en- 
gaged in inventing machin(!ry. '\VlHiu 
ho can bo induced to talk ho tolls 
about tlie devices for now or improved 
machines which ho has worked out 
His face will light up for a short timo 
as he tolls of tho fortune his inventions 
will bring him, but it soon resumes its 
Hullon aspect, and goes on brooding 
over cogs aud cams and cranks. Ho 
was taken to Ward's Island on Juno 
lUtli from tho Amityvillo asylum. He 
will probably not leave it until ho is 
dead. 

Komoo Singer is tho youngest of the 
throe sons born to William and his 
wife, Anna Singer. Tlio wife, Anuii, is 
now living as a honsokeepor in tho 
home of Mr. Samuel ('olgali?, at 'West 
Orange. She married Wm. Singer ii5 
yoats ago, aud got a divorce from him. 
Sho afterward married Wm. Laitli, a 
broker, who is dead. She had throe 
childrim by Wm. Singer. Uoriiiothor, 
Mrs. Papo, of No. 3 Clirystio street, 
roared them. Tho olde.st, Walter A 
Singer, is 25 years of ago. Ho lives in 
two rooms at No. 145 Ludlow street. 
His mother says that ho is in abject 
Iioverty. He has a trade, but the dull 
season for him is the summer, and ho 
has been out of work some time. Tho 
next one died last summer, lie was a 
deaf mute, but was educatml at an in^ 
slitutioii. Ho was tramping iu tho 
west seeking work. Ho was walking 
along a railro.id and was struck by a 
train. Tho third is the insane son. Ho 
lost bis reason six months ago. — New
